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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 17-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Conte (US 
6,658,726). 

Conte discloses in Fig. 1 8-1 1 and 22 of different cable-end processing stations and 22 
being a double crimping unit; 5-6 provide cables and belt drives; 7 is the swiveling arm and 
gripper; Fig. 8 shows a turntable with a belt drive below 46 and 47; 14 is a cable transportation 



belt.

Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments filed 6/15/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The examiner maintains his rejection. 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention (the leading and trailing ends of 
the cables and the double crimp contacts) must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 
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Col. 2, lines 28-31 states that the pivot head 7 which supplies the leading ends of the 
cables 3 and 4 to one or more of the processing stations 8 to 1 1 for the purpose of stripping them 
and then pressing a crimp contact thereon. Further, any one point along the cable can be called a 
leading end of the cable and 1 mm from the one point along the cable can be called a trailing end 
of the cable. Furthermore, A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention (the leading 
and trailing ends of the cables and the double crimp contacts) must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim.
